Border hospitals’ need for 
health workers who speak Spanish 
has led the University of Texas at 
El Paso (UTEP) to create a program 
that will prepare foreign profession- 
als to work in the United States. The 
program beginning in mid-February 
seeks to train registered nurses, es- 
pecially Mexicans, to get the license 
they need to practice in the United 
States, UTEP spokeswoman Laura 
Cruz told Efe. “The great number of 
patients at hospitals on the border 
who speak Spanish must be able to 
communicate with their health-care 
providers when they are hospital- 
ized,” Cruz said. 

“When my dad was admitted to 
an El Paso hospital, they assigned us 
a nurse that we at first thought was 
Mexican and would be somebody 
we could talk to, but she was from 
the Philippines and didn't speak 
Spanish,” Leticia Salas for her part 
told Efe. The courses, which will 
begin Feb. 20 and will continue 
for three months, are designed to 
prepare these nurses to pass the state 
licensing exams successfully. “We 
want hospitals to make use of the 
knowledge and abilities of Mexican 
nurses licensed in their own country, 
but who live in the United States and 
are out of work because they lack 
the degree the state requires,” the 
spokeswoman said. 

The university is coordinating 
the program with the Las Palmas 
and Del Sol medical centers in El

A harsh portrait is painted of the secretive Catholic order Opus 
Dei in the movie “Camino” (Road), directed by Javier Fesser, that took 
six prizes in the 23rd edition of the Goya awards, Spain's equivalent 
of the Oscars, at which Puerto Rico's Benicio del Toro and Madrid 
native Penelope Cruz also won the prestigious statuette. Two stars in 
the running for an Oscar were the star performers at Spanish cinema's 
big night that began with rain and cold - but that heated up with the 
brilliance of a highly international show. 

The Puerto Rican actor, winner of an Oscar for best actor in 
“Traffic” (2000), was named best actor here for “Che, el Argentino” 
(“Che” in English), the first of a two-part dramatization of the Ar- 
gentine revolutionary directed by Steven Soderbergh. The movie also 
won the Goya for best art direction. “Always when | play a part I 
visualize the character, and that concept is always a lot better than the 
eventual way the character is played.

Spain’s Rafael Nadal continued to dominate 
Switzerland’s Roger Federer in Grand Slam cham- 
pionship matches, winning the Australian Open final 
on Sunday 7-5, 3-6, 7-6 (3), 3-6, 6-2. The 22-year-old 
Nadal, who was coming off a grueling semifinal match 
that lasted five hours and 14 minutes - the longest in the 
history of a tournament that dates back to 1905 - and 
ran into the wee hours of Saturday morning local time, 
became the first Spanish player to win the Australian 
Open and the first Spanish male to win a Grand Slam 
on hard courts. 

Nadal, moreover, is only the third player in tennis 
history to win Grand Slams on red clay, grass and hard 
courts, joining American Andre Agassi and Sweden’s 
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| Mats Wilander. The Spanish world No. 1 and the No. 


2-ranked Swiss played pretty evenly in the four-hour 
and 23-minute match until the fifth set, when Nadal 
ran away with it, breaking Federer twice and losing 
only three points on serve. “First of all, Roger, sorry. 
I really know how you feel. But you are a great cham- 
pion. You will improve on the 14,” Nadal said during 
the awards ceremony, referring to Federer’s failed bid 
to tie American Pete Sampras's record of 14 Grand 
Slam titles. 

Federer, who had 71 winners to Nadal’s 50 and 
notched 11 aces to the Spaniard’s four in the match,
